Wasurxneaton, May 15.—[{Special.]—The 
able protest of Hon. J. H. Blount, in the house 
today, against the change of rules proposed 
by Mr. McKinley, has won unstinted praise. 
As the house is now run, its business is 
dictated by a little junta of republican leaders 
who meet in a back room, and resolve to 
stifle legislation. The bold break of Ben 
Butterworth against the McKinley bill so 
alarmed the republicans that they decided to 
put the clamps on before others should leave 
their standard. When the proposed rule was 
read in the house, Mr. Blount at once secured 
attention by his earnestness and vehemence, 
and fully exposed the plans of the republicans. 

The Rule Proposed. 

Mr. McKinley, of Ohio, from the committee 
on rules, reported a resolution providing that 
hereafter the house shall meet at 11 o’clock. 
After the reading of the journal and the dis- 
posal of conference reports, the house shall go 
into a committee of the whole onthe tariff 
bill: that the bill shall be read through, com- 
mencing with paragraph 111,and shall be open 
to amendment on any partof the bill at the 
following paragraph—110—and that on Wed- 
nesday next at 12 noon, the bill with pending 
amendments, shall-be reported to the house. 

Mr. Blount Talks. 

Mr. Blount, of Georgia, criticized the ma- 
jority of the committee on rules forreporting 
the resolution. The majority of the house had: 
adopted a code of rules which recognized the 
right of debate in committee of the whole. It 
had given the committee power to limit de- 
bate. It had provided that 100 should consti- 
tute a quorum, and yet, after all these re- 
straints were thrown over the consideration of 
a bill in committee, it was proposed to set 
aside the rule governing the committee. It 
seemed to be the policy of the majority, when- 
ever any matter was of a magnitude requiring 
debate and careful consideration, that this 
rule should besuspended and become nugatory. 

The majority said to the minority, ‘‘We will 
allow you to debate until 12 o’clock Wednes- 
day, and at that time we intend to stop this 
discussion and pass the bill through the 
house.” It mattered not whether the para- 
graphs of the bill had or had not been con- 
sidered ; it mattered not whether the waysand 
means committee had. taken weeks 
to gather information upon which 
to base their report; it mattered 
not that the measure involved the business re- 
lations of all the people in this mighty nation ; 
it mattered not that it involved commercial 
relations ofall the countries of the world; it 
mattered not that it involved one of the great 
political issues of the time; it mattered not 
that it fastened a system upon the people for 
years—the majority had determined upon the 
measure, and was impatient with the debate. 

A powerful minority was asking for freedom 
of debate! 

The republican party had elected its govern- 
ment by a minority of the people. It was to 
the vast body of the American people that the 
majority of the house was declaring that it 
meant to suspend the operation of the rule in 
regard to the committee of the whole on the 
most important question to which it was ap- 
plicable. 

Before the bill had been considered at all 
the fact had gone forth that four days would 
be permitted for general debate and eight 
days for debate under the five minute rule. 
The very announcement had repressed de- 
bate. The gentlemen on the democratic side 
had felt that it was idle to prepare for discus- 
sion. He protested against the resolution 
as un-American, unwise and violent to 
parliamentry proceedure. [Applause.] 

M’KINLEY ON HIS FEET. 

Mr. McKinley denied that the resolution 
had any purpose to stifle debate. It had no 
such purpose. It was intended to concentrate 
debate on paragraphs and provisions of the 
bill. Any gentleman who had listened to the 
discussion for the past three days must have 
been convinced that everything was discussed, 
but the real question to be determined. The 
resolution was not todeny tothe minority 
freedom of debate, but to deny toit the right 
to delay public business by dilatory motions 
and obstructive tactics. The house had been 
given thirty-five hours of general debate and 
fifteen hours under the five-minute debate 
rule, and it was to be given five 
days more. Did the gentleman from Georgia 
remember that in the forty-fourth congress 
but one day had been given tothe consideration 
of the tariff bill? In the forty-fifth congress, 
the tariff bill had been considered in six days. 
In the forty-eighth congress in had been con- 
sidered in nine days. 

Mr. McMillin suggested that there were nine 
days of general debate. 

Mr. McKinley replied that that was all the 
democrats wanted. Enacting clauses had been 
stricken out, and that in a democratic con- 
gress. 

Mr. McMillin inquired whether the gentle- 
man would allow him to read what the pres- 
ent speaker had said upon the subject of lim- 
iting debate. 

Mr. McKinley would not. He had no doubt 
that when the speaker was in the minority he 
was clamoring for debate. _[Laughter.] 

Mr. Springer said that in the forty-eighth 
congress there were on the democratic side 


twelve or fifteen members who voted with the ‘| 


republicans to strike out the enacting clause. 

Mr. McKinley — Yes; and among those 
twelve, or fifteen, or twenty members, was 
the noblest democrat that ever stood on that 
side—Samuel J. Randall. [Applause.] A 
true leader of the democratic party, he led in 
that resistance to.stop the consideration of a 
bill which, he believed, would destroy the 
#reat industries of the United States. 
{Applause.] 

Mr. MeMillin inquired what, under the reso- 
lution, would become of the amendments 
Offered in committee of the whole, that are 
Hot disposed of at noon on Wednesday ? 

' Mr. McKinley—They will fall. 7 

' Mr. McMillen—And it is your. object to 
make them fall? 

"Sam McKinley demanded the previous ques- 
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lay the resolution on the table. Lost—yeas 
110, nays 148. 
THE RESOLUTION ADOPTED. 

The previous question was ordered—yeas 133, 
nays 102, and the resolution was adopted—yeas 
129, nays 93. 

Messrs. Merrill, Sawyer and Yoder were ap- 
pointed conferees on the senate dependent 
pension bill. The house then went into com- 
mittee of the whole on the tariff bill. - The 
reading of the bill consumed the remainder of 
the day, and atits conclusion the committee 
rose and the house, at 5:15, took a recess until 
8 o’clock, the evening session to be for the 
consideration of the private pension bills. 


THE FIGHT FOR SILVER,

Senator Teller Finishes His Argument on 
the Silver Bill. 

WASHINGTON, May 15.—A number of bills 
were reported from the committees and placed 
on the calendar. 

The senate then, at 12:40, resumed consider- 
ation of the silver bill, and Mr. Teller con- 
tinued hisargument. There were two features 
of the bill which should be amended, he said, 
if the bill was to perform two things Which 
its friends proposed to accomplish by it. That 
was to raise the price of silver and to give to 
the country anincreased circulation. It was 
absolutely essential, in the first place, that the 
treasury notes provided forin the bill should 
have the highest possible money function. If 
one of the principal duties of money, (the dis- 
charge of indebtedness), was denied it, its de- 
preciation and the snspension of silver pur- 
chases under the bill would be invited. He 
did notdeny thatthe passage of the bill would 
put the price of g¢ilverup. Its very intro- 
duction had had thai effect. Why? 

WOULD CREATE A DEMAND FOR SILVER. 

Because it was apparent to people abroad 
that if the United States government con- 
sumed the entire silver product of the country 
(one-third of the world’s product) there would 
be a demand for silver that could not be met. 
It might put the price up to par, he did not 
know exactly what par would be. He sup- 
posed that $1.29 per ounce would be called par 
in the United States. It would be less In 
Great Britian and less in Europe. 
If it put up the pfice one- 
eight of one per cent above _ par, 
purchases of the government under the bill 
would cease; and the great interests arrayed 
against silver would obtain their ends. This 
was no vain supposition; no imagination on 
the part of people who wanted to have silver 
used as coin. It was borne out by the facts. 
The bill, he said, was acknowledged by its 
friends to be a temporary measure and was not 
expected to be permanent. Besides, it was a 
half-way scheme. It afforded no relief, whatev- 
er, except in making a special market for silver 
in excess of the present government demand 
of two million a month. If it was proposed to 
restore silver, it would have to be given its 
full money function. While he was, himself, 
a bi-metallist, if there was to be only one 
money standard, he would welcome the silver 
basis in the interest of race and of the people 
of this country, and the sooner it was reached 
the better—better for American industry; bet- 
ter for commerce; better for trade; better for 
everything. 

LACK OF MONEY RUINED ROME. 

He.quoted Allison, Hume and other histor- 
ians for the assertion that the decline of home 
was to be attributed to a lack of money, and 
that the “‘dark ages’? had resulted from the 
same cause. There was no nation, he said, 
that made progress which did not have a suf- 
ficiency of money. So that the question now 
before the senate was one of vital interest to 
the people of the country. It was a question 
whether the people of the United States were 
to continue in advancement, or to stand still. 
It was a question whether the continual 
dropping of prices for fifteen years was to con- 
tinue, to the enslavement of men, to the de- 
struction of enterprise, and to the special de- 
struction of the debtor class—the greatest and 
most numerous Class in this country and in all 
other countries. Mr. Teller went on to say; 

Give us plenty of money; sound money; inter- 
national money; money that has discharged the 
duty of money for alltime. Ido not want to see 

old leave the country. I want to see it stay here. 

jut if we are to have a gold standard at 
the expense of the ruin of the country 
and of the degredation of the best ele- 
ments of society, I am _ willing to see 
gold go, and it cannot go too soon to suit me. But 
gold will not go. That is a bugaboo brought here 
to frighten us from doing our duty. There is in 
this body a majority of men who believe that 
there is a righteous and just demand for the free 
coinage of silver. Some of them may be retarded 
by the fear that we will not be able to 
enact the -free-coinage bill into a law. My 
duty is done when I @xercise my judgment 
here, as God has given me power to see my duty, 
and not as the executive or anybody else may see 
it. I propose to do my duty, and I believe that if 
every senator will do the same, we will have the 
free-coinage act—an act which will relieve suffer- 
ing industry, increase opportunities and bring 
prosperity not tothe farm alone, but to every 
class of men deserving the good will of the legis- 


lative mind. 
Mr. Teller concluded his speech at 3:20, 


having occupied three hours today and about 

two hours yesterday. There was some applause 

in the galleries as he resumed his seat. 
SENATOR COKE FOR SILVER. 


Mr. Coke next addressed the senate in favor . 


of the free and unlimited coinage of silver. 
The passage of the bill would prove the severest 
blow to silver since its demonetization in 1873. 
There was no provision in it for the free-coin- 
age of silver nor forany coinage of silver at 
all, except by permission of the secretary 
of the treasury. In a_ word, the Dill 
from the finance committee effectually re- 
pealed all laws providing for the compulsory 
coinage of a single dollar of silver. The 
whole matter would rest within the discre- 
tion of the secretary of the treasury and on 
his aftirmative, positive action. He was not 
willing to entrust such a tremendous power 
the hands of any living man. 

At the close of Mr. Coke’s speech, the silver 
bill went over till tomorrow. 

After executive session the senate adjourned.

Wasuinaton, May 15.—[{Special.]—Colonel 
Livingston, of Georgia, Dr. McCune, Colonel 
Ben Terrell), of Texas, and several other alli- 
ancemen, called on the president today. After 
passing the compliments of the day, Colonel 
Livingston said: 

“Mr. President: Iam from a state that did 
not do you any goodin your race for the presi- 
dency, and. will come up solidly against you in 
the next election; but nevertheless, we are 
here before congress asking for more currency 
to relieve the producers, whether they be 
democrats or republicans.” 

The president said he was in full sympathy 
with the gentlemen. Bonds were once, per- 
haps, a good and sufficient basis for the issue 
of currency, but not now. He said the country 
had reached a point when the government 
must pay her debt, and consequently the bonds 
are at so high a premium and too scarce te 
form a safe basis. He further said he was 
doing all in his power for a safe and sufticient 
increase of the currency. 

The sub-treasury matter was broached, and 
all the visitors took a hand. Harrison ex- 
pressed himself as sympathizing with the 
farmers, because of the depressed condition of 
their business, but suggested that they go slow 
and act conservatively. In fact, the gentle- 
men who called on him received sympathy 
and advice, two cheap commodities which the 
president always has on hand. 

Before the Ways and Means Committee. 

The hearing of the” Farmers*Adliance rep- 
resentatives was continued before the ways Ali 
means committee this morning—Mr. Living- 
ston, national lecturer of the organization,tak- 
ing up the argument. 


Mr. Livingston said that he had found 
much misapprehension in Washington respect- 
ing the objects of the alliance. They had not 
beset congress, but, as Mr. Flower had sug- 
gested, they had been attending strictly to 
theirown business. A wrong impression—one 
without a word of truth—was that the alliance 
was clandestinely seeking to displace the rul- 
ing political parties. The farmers had been 
told that a proper adjustment of the tariff and 
of the silver queston wasall that was necessary 
for the farmers’ relief. The tariff had nothing 
to do with the measure recommended by the 
alliance. 


the price ‘at which he sold his goods. 
The alliance representatives had not been 
insolent; at least there was no intention of 
being insolent. They had talked plainly, 
straight from the shoulder. They asked, de- 
manded—he was not sure about the terms— 
that congress do what it could to pass the sub- 
treasury bill. Fifty-eight homes—farmers’— 
had been sold at auction in Connecticut in one 
day jhis week. The farmers wanted relief, 
and they knew how to get it. They had about 
made up their minds to let partisan politics 
alone, for awhile at least. Representative 
Clements, of Georgia, liad sought to have the 
farmers’ lands taken as security in national 
banks. Somehow congress had refused to do 
it. The national bank system must be broken 
up. The farmers had to secure loans at ex- 
cessive rates of interest. There was no justi- 
fication for that under God's broad heavens. 

Mr. Flower asked if a manufacturer did not 
have to pay some interest. 

Mr. Livingston replied that he did not. 
There was difference between watered stock 
concerns and the farmer’s real estate, yet the 
latter was. made the worst security in this 
country. 

Jontinuing he quoted President Lincoln’s 
prophesy that corporations would be en- 
throned; that the property: of the country 
would be concentrated, and that the republic 
itself would be overthrown, Thank God, the 
last pfediction had not been fulfilled. But the 
others had been. One-twentieth of the people 
of this country owned three-fifths of the prop- 
erty. He also quoted Garfield, Jefferson and 
Calhoun, and said that what they had recom- 
mended was what the alliance asked. If con- 
gress retused to approve the sub-treasury Dill 
plan, then let it remove the restrictions hedg- 
ing in the national banking system. The 
farmers would care nothing about trusts and 
combinations, and the concentration of 
money, if they could hold their crops 
in thesub-treasury, and were not compelled, 
as at present, to sell them at stated times. 
He could thus escape the speculators. It 
would be a God-send to this country to pass 
the sub-treasury bill, for the reason, if for no 
other, that there would not be a bucket-shop 
left in the United States. The day of specu- 
lation in crops would be done away with, and 
the producer and consumer would be brought 
together. 

It had been charged that the farmers would 
form a trust. It was against the farmer’s na- 
ture. He had to rush his crop to market. If 
cotton went up an eighth of a cent every far- 
mer would be seen hitching up his team the 
next morning. He would be afraid that one- 
eighth of acent would get away from him. 
Then the farmers would have but a year’s priv- 
ilege, while banks had twenty years. This 
plan was not held out as a perfect measure. 

All legislation was the result of a com- 
promise. The gentleman from New York 
(Mr. Flower) had predicted that children 
would be put to work in ware-houses and 
women in the fields. The inference was that 
men under the parental government would be 
too lazy to work. 

Mr. Flower—Look at Germany today. 

Mr. Livingston denied that such a result 
would follow. Could there be a government 
more paternal than ours—paternal to banks, 
he ment. He did not favor paternal govern- 
ment. If the highways were opened to enter- 
prise and energy, the farmer would be satisfied. 
But the farmer had stood around waiting long 
enough. He had to have relief; it wasa 
ground-hog case. Sixteen millions would

LIVINGSTON LEAVES A GOOD IMPRESSION. 
Colonel L. F. Livingston went home tonight. 


‘He will, however, return in a few weeks. 


He has left a good impression and made the 
@verage congressman feel better than for days. 
The impression prevailed among the congress- 
men that the alliance would oppose the re- 


‘election of all who opposed the sub-treasury 


bill. However, Colonel Livingston stated to- 
day, that the alliance was not absolutely com- 
mitted to that scheme. If any one could show 
that it was impracticable he wanted them to 
do so and suggest some measure of relief tothe 
depressed farmers. 

Livingston made decidedly the best and 
most sensible talk yet heard on the question. 
His argument was broad and full, and im- 
pressed every member of the committee and 
all who heard it. He madea plea, and nota 
demand, as others have made, and therefore 
what he said will be considered. 

Both last evening and this evening he in- 
vited all the members of congress who had 
Objections to the sub-treasury scheme, to 
meet with him and discuss the matter 
informally. A number of them did so, and 
the matter was freely talked about. Among 
those present were Stewart, of Georgia; Oates 
and Wheeler, of Alabama; Lewis, of Miss- 
issippi; Kelly, of Dakota; Henderson, Skinner 
and Rowland, of North Carolina, and others. 


It is highly probable that the sub-treasury 


scheiné will be withdrawn, and that a better 
plan of some-kind will be adopted, some meas- 
ure that will increas’ 49 amount of money in 
circulation by about one-half. As matters now 
stand, there is only about seventeen dollars 
per capita in actual circulation. If this was 
increased to twenty-six dollars, it is believed 
that it would partially remedy the present 
depressed condition of affairs. A 
bill will also be pressed to 
authorize national banks to lend money on 
real estate, as well as a number of other meas- 
ures. However, nothing of this character is 
likely to be done at this session of congress. 
The republicans are too anxious to pass a 
national election law, pension and subsidy 
bills and other partisan measures, tO give the 
farmers a show at this time.

SENATOR EUSTIS AT THE MERCY OF 
A PROFANE NEGRO, 


WHO FILLS THE AIR WITH FOULTALK 


The Senator and His Son Visit a Circus, 
Where a Colored Under-Strapper Makes 
an Assault on Them. 


WASHINGTON, May 15.—[Special.]—It is not 
often that a dignified and distingnished United 
States senator is placed at the mercy of a pug- 
nacious and abusive negro, but this happened 
when Senator Eustis, of Louisiana, went to 
Barnum’s circus last night. 

William LeMoyne, a colored man, wearing 
the uniform of a circus employe, was behind 
the bars at the police court today, charged 
with assaulting George B. Eustis, son of the 
senator, and also with using profane language. 
; HOW THE ROW STARTED.

A FINE MILL BURNED. 


Another Large Conflagration at Winona, 
Minn.— Losses and Insurance. 
Whrnona, Minn., May 15.—The heaviest con- 
flagration among the many lossess by fire of 
ill-fated Winona in the past year, started 
in the fire-room of the Winona Mill company’s 
immense flouring mill, about 1 o’clock this 
morning, and at the present writing the entire 
plant, including the mill, elevator and sur- 
rounding buildings is in a mass of flames 
beyond control. Every effort is being made to 
prevent the fire from spreading to the manu- 
facturing interests eastward. The 
Porter Milling company which, suffered 
the loss of its mill last 
fall, is deluging their new structure to pre- 
vent the spread of the flames to their property. 
The Laird-Norton company also has men dis- 
tributed through its yards drenching the 
luggber and buildings. 
he fire started inthe ceiling of the fire- 
room. An alarm was given, whieh was 
quickly followed. Another was turned in by 
the Porter Milling company. Two companies 
promptly responded, and did what was thought 
to be effective work inconfining the flames 
to the five rooms, but the fire, unnoticed, crept 
through the ceiling to the main_ mill, 
and suddenly darted forth and rapidly spread. 
Another alarm was turned in, but it was too 
late to save the magnificent structure. The 
fire soon included theelevatoradjoining. The 
flames leaped hundreds of feet in the air, while 
the heat was almost unbearable. The total 
loss on the property is estimated at $300,000, 
and may exceed that; insured for $200,000, 
mostly in mutual companies. There were 
about 25,000 bushels of wheat in the elevator, 
and 1,200 bushels of flour inthe mill. The 
company employed about 100 men. The mill 
had a capacity of 2,600 barrels, and was about 
the finest equipped building of the kind in the 
world. 3

The same committee non-concurred in the 
resolution providing that the profits of Sunday- 
school periodicals above $10,000 annually shall 
be expended for the betterment of literature.

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Stirring Up Strife. 

The Times-Union, referring to the politi- 
cal situation in Florida, thinks it is extremely 
unfortunate for the democratic party in that 
state that so much personal hostility exists 
between Senator Call and Colonel W. D. 
Chipley. It even goes so far as to say that 
the war which these two men are waging 
against each other threatens to make a rup- 
ture in the ranks of the democracy and to 
result seriously to the interests of the party. 
In view of the fact that there is no political 
campaign in progress in Florida at this time, 
the conduct of these gentlemen carries no 
excuse with it, and is hard to understand.

In referring to these petty party strifes in 
different states Tue CONSTITUTION has al- 
ready sounded a note of warning, calling 
upon the party everywhere to form itself into 
a unit for the general good, and to keep the 
ranks closed up. In this spirit our Florida 
contemporary speaks and gives similar ad- 
vice to the people. If they are wise, they 
will profit by it. And just in this connec- 
tion, let us say that while democrats in other 
states are evincing a disposition to growl and 
make fights among themselves, candidates 
who have enlisted for the campaign in Geor- 
gia have announced themselves for peace, 
and there is every prospect of a fair and 
friendly rivalry between them. A campaigu 
of bitterness is greatly to be feared, and in 
all the letters of prominent men who have 
announced for office in Georgia, this is depre- 
cated and a clean canvass called for. ‘There 
will be stirring political times in Georgia this 
vear; the opening guns of the campaign have 
already sounded from the.mountains to the 
sea; but our-viuns are only trained upon the 
en’iny, and let us hope, from the promise of 
the present, that there will be no break. in 
the ranks—no fighting among the soldiers. 


A Public Necessity. 

The brief letter from ‘‘Observer,”’ in an- 
other column, contains some strong points 
in favor of a bridge over the Forsyth street 
railroad crossing. 

Yesterday we endorsed Colonel Z. A. Rice’s 
views on the subject, and it affords us pleas- 
ure to extend that endorsement to the argu- 
ments set forth by ‘‘Observer.’’ 

As our correspondent well says, the Broad 
street bridge is now taxed beyond its safe 
capacity for travel. Since the second street 
car track has crossed the bridge additional 
accommodations for crossing the railroad are 
just as much needed as if it were a river. 

It is time for our citizens to press the 
matter, and time for the city council to take 
hold of it. All classes advocate the bridge, 
and the first question of intelligent strangers 
visiting our cityis: ‘‘Why don’t you bridge 
the Forsyth street crossing?”’

One Newspaper’s Mission. 

A well-known writer remarks that ‘‘the 
amateur in the newspaper is forever want- 
ing to attack something, and has not the 
least idea in the world of building anything 
up.”’ 

The truth of this is even broader than the 
writer of the foregoing seems to suspect. 
The evil to which he refers is a malady that 
is not confined to the amateurs of the news- 
paper press. It is natural that a bright 
youth should fall into a critical vein when 
he discovers that his ideas are not of this 
world, but if he be really bright he will soon 
adjust himself hopefully to the conditions by 
which he is surrounded. 

But there are newspapers not edited by 
amateurs which are afflicted with mental 
dyspepsia. They are critical, cynical and 
givomy—always attacking something, always 
complaining, always finding fault and always 
picking flaws. Newspapers, it should be 
borne in mind, represent, in their general 
tone and conduct, the characteristics of in- 
dividuals. Like individuals they create their 
Own atmosphere. They have their own 
peculiarities, aims and purposes; but how 
unfortunate it is for all concerned if they are 
euffering from the mental dyspepsia! 

THE CONSTITUTION has a very large ex- 
change, and the characteristics of the news- 
papers that come to its table are worthy of 
study. Its exchanges are of all sorts, sizes 
and varieties. Here is the paper that prints 
all the news, but never has a good word to 
say for its town or for those who happen to 
disagree with its views. Here is the paper 
that spends vast sums in search of sensa- 
tions, but is cynical and suspicious in its 
editorial columns. Here is the powerful 
organ that assumes an air of superiority and 
patronizes everything and everybody. Here 
is the newspaper that runs around the world 
for an item, but is flippant and insincere in 
its editorial comment. Here is the paper 
with no rival in its field that is continually 
snarling and finding fault. Here is the 
newspaper that is filled with a mixture of 
envy and gloom. Everywhere the malady of 
‘mental dyspepsia seems to have cast its 
’ awful shadew. 

In the whole list, how few bright, breezy, 
hopeful, happy newspapers are to be found! 
It is so easy to be critical and cynical, so 
convenient to find fault and to complain— 
that not many newspapers are willing to dis- 
play their energies in the direction of hope- 
fulness and helpfulness. But, after all, 
What a wide field is:open to the newspaper 
that desires to take a cheerful view of life! 
True, it is more difficult to build up than to 
tear down, but how vastly more profitable 
_ from every point of view! 

; To byild up a community, a state or a 
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the helping hand, t» lift the unfortunate to | 
their feet, to sper.k for the humble and op- 
pressed— this is the mission of a newspaper 
that repzesents the people in this day and 
time. ‘fo pursue it steadily is to bid farewell 
to snarling and cynicism. 

This is the mission in which THE Con- 
STITUTION is engaged. It is a part of the 
heritage left to the paper by Henry Grady, 
who was happiest when making others 
happy, and who was always engaged in 
building up his community, his state and his 
section, with never an envious nor a 
malicious thought in his mind. 


Mr. Northen’s Interview. 
In another column Mr. W. J. Northen ex- 
presses himself in a manner that has a 
smack of manliness about it that will be well 


received. 

THE CONSTITUTION publishes the inter- 
view with him through the courtesy of his 
home paper, the Sparta Ishmaelite, which 
in supplying the press with copies specially 
requested that the interview be not used 
until Friday, as the Ishmaelite is published 
on that day. We wére unwilling to violate 
this confidence or betray this trust. But let 
us pass to the subject. 

Mr. Northen’s position, particularly con- 
cerning the control of corporations, is in ac- 
cord with the sentiment of the public. Ob- 
serve what he says: 

I am absolutely opposed to granting any rights 
to any corporation that makes encroachments 
upon the reserved rights of the people, or the in- 
terests of the masses. I would be glad to see all 
corporations, under the fullest protection of the 
law, go forward successfully to the development 
of the state, but I would not be willing, nor, if in 
office, would I ever consent, to see them advance 
one step upon the rights of the people. The first 
bill | ever introduced and pressed to passage in 
the general assembly looked to the restraining of 
corporations in the interest of the people. It is 


the duty of the state to protect all classes of its 
citizens and give undue advantage to none. 


This isa platform on which any man of 
honor, integrity and state pride can afford to 
stand, and the announcement that ‘‘every 
corporation has its guaranteed rights and 
the state is bound to protect them,’’ relieves 
it of any evidence of demagoguery or catch- 
penny politics, for the demagogue pretends 
not to believe that assertion. 

Mr. Northen announces openly and une- 
quivocally in favor of state control of cor- 
porations, and herein is the keynote of his 
position, in which Tur CONSTITUTION 
heartily endorses him. We do not believe 
that the way to control corporations is to 
wreck them, but to regulate them, and in a 
rigid and just regulation Tuk Constitvu- 
TION will be found on the side of the people, 
as it was when it favored the bill taxing the 
railroads by counties like other property, 
and when it insisted on the passage of the 
joint-rate bill, which amplified the power of 
the. railroad commission inore than any 
measure that has been adopted since the 
creation of the commission. 

Mr. Northen speaks plainly, and his vig- 
orous denial of charges which have beerf 
trumped up against him, emphasizes his 
rugged honesty,

The Champion “Bulldozer.” 


The mayor of Cedar Keys will goon rec- 
ord as the champion ‘‘bulldozer’’ of the age. 
That word is the only one which will fit h' 
case, sO we resurrect and. apply it with 2’: its 
expressiveness. The dispatch from Cedar 
Keys, which appeared in THE CONSTITUTION 
yesterday, setting forth the history of the 
man, reads like a chapter from a dime novel, 
and it almost surpasses belief, for it is hard 
to understand how any one man, even 
vested with a little local authority, could so 
completely terrorize a town and keep the in- 
habitants in such servile subjection. And 
this reign of terror has been going on for 
months. 

It is related that this Mr. Cottrell, when 
he conceived any special dislike for a citizen, 
had him locked up in jail, horsewhipped, or 
shot—just as it suited his fancy, and that 
the people never dared to protest against the 
indignities he heaped upon their unoffending 
heads; and, but for the fact that he lately 
threatened the life of an employe of Uncle 
Sam, and got the United States army on his 
trail, he might still be carrying on his bloody 
campaign to his heart’s content and the ter- 
ror of the populace. 

He is now in hiding in the Florida swamps, 
but the people are fleeing from the town, lest 
he should suddenly return and wreak bloody 
vengeance upon them! 

In Mayor Cottrell’s case the one-man pow- 
er has proved a great thing. His life will 
go into dime-novel history, without doubt; 
but the sooner they get him into a straight- 
jacket, the better it will be for all concerned. 
And they ought to put him into one imme- 
diately, if it takes the local military of 
Florida, backed by the whole grand army, to 
do it! 


Concerning the ‘Silver Question. 
The senate debate on the silver question is 


attracting the attention of the thoughtful 


“citizens of both parties. 

Perhaps the leading points in favor of the 
free coinage of silvcr have been more clearly, 
fairly and strongly put by Senator Jones 
than. by any of the other speakers. The 
Navada senator showed by an array of in- 
controvertible facts that the demonetization 
of silver is responsible for the deeline in 
prices of the commodities of the country. 
Up to 1819 all nations used silver as money, 
but Great Britain, finding herself the credi- 
tor of all other countries, demonetized it. 
This legislation was purely and solely in the 
interests of the creditor class, and its object 
was to produce a shrinkage in the volume of 
money so that the amount paid in settlement 
of a debt would have a much greater pur- 
chasing power than it had« when the debt 
was contracted. This policy congested Eng- 
lish industries, and reduced 160,000 land 
owners to only 30,000 by reason of forced 
sales to pay their debts. Germany followed 
later on the same line, and her impoverished 
citizens were forced to seek homes in every 
quarter of the globe. In 1873 we repeated 
the fata! mistake of turning over our -mone- 
tary system tothe control of the crediter 
class. We demonetized silver and produced 
the great panic which prostrated our indus- 
tries, and plunged so many people into 
poverty. 


just legislation on the subject} is of the | 


highest importance. So far from giving the 
creditor class the preference in directing this 
legislation, special care should be taken to 
guard against such undue control of the 
money and business of the country. As 
Senator Jones very justly remarks, the 
debtors in this country are the aspiring, the 
hopeful, the energetic. They are the up- 
builders; the designers. They are the con- 
tructive force in every community. Nine- 
tenths of our business is done on credit, and 
any system which makes the dollars of a 
debt more valuable at the date of payment 
than at’the date of borrowing is a system of 
robbery. 

When we rescue silver from the ban of 
legal outlawry, the volume of money will ex- 
pand in a legitimate and natural way, and 
general prosperity will bless the masses. 
The debtor classes in reality constitute the 
people of this great republic, and any legis- 
lation that places them at the mercy of the 
Shylock class will long be felt as a far-reach- 
ing calamity. 3

Rolf Boldrewood 
whose novel, “Robbery Under Arms,” is attract- 
ing so much attention, is an old man. Mr. Bojdre- 
wood lived to be sixty years of age without any 
experience in literature. Then this gray- 
headed novice sat down and wrote a 
novel, and Mr. Gladstone, Lord Randolph 
Churchill, Lord Rosebury and the critics almost 
went crazy over it. This brief literary chapter 
shows that age does not help or hurt 
a man.

MR. NORTHEN’S VIEWS. 


He Expresses Himself Concerning False 


Accusations.

explain itself: 

SPARTA, Ga., May 14, 1890.—Editors Constitu- 
tion: The following interview with Hon. W. J. 
Northen will appear in the Ishmaelite on Friday. 
I send you an advance copy that you can give it to 
your many readers on Friday morning. Very 
truly, 8S. W. RoBERTS. 

This letter. was sent to other papers, and had 
we been inclined we could have made use of the 
proof slips enclosed yesterday morning. How- 
ever, we were not disposed to violate the confi- 
dence placed in’ us, and consequently 
present the matter, simultaneously with 
the Ishmaelite which is published today. 

WHAT MR. NORTHEN SAYS. 

The Ishmaelite asked Mr. Northen what he had 
to say about the rumors, current over the state, 
charging him with favoring corporations as against 
the people. He replied: 

“As I hege them, they are absolutely false. No 
man has ever heard me, in any way, advocate the 
supremacy of corporations and the consequent 
subjection of the people. I have never done any- 
thing to authorize such a statement, nor to bring 
about such a result. 

“Every corporation has its guaranted rights and 
the state is bound to protect them. Iam abso- 
Iutely opposed to granting any rights to any cor- 
poration that make encroachments upon the 
reserved rights of the people, or the interests of 
the masses. I would be glad to see all corpora- 
tions, under the fullest protection of the law, go 
forward, successfuliy, tothe development of the 
state, but I would not be willing, nor, if in office, 
would lever consent to see them advance one 
step upon the rights of the people. The first bill 
lever introduced and pressed to passage in the 
general assembly, looked to the restraining of cor- 
porations in the interests of the people. It is the 


_duty of the state to protect all classes of its citi- 


zens and give undue advantage to none.” 

“Do you own any stock in any railroad or_othér 
corporation?” 7 

‘Not one dollar, and I never did.” 

“Did you ever hold any official position on any 
railroad, or other corporation?” 

“I never did. AsInever owned any stock, it is 
not to be expected that I ever held any official 
position. I have no personal interest whatever in 
apy corporation and never did have.” 

“It is said that you are not an advocate for the 
railroad commission. Is that true?’ 

“That.statement is absolutely false. I have ad- 
vocated the commission fromthe beginning and 
no man in Georgia is more heartily in favor of it 
than I. 

“You can say, that I never uttered a word or 
cast a vote upon the commission, that I did not 
believe at the time was for the strengthening of 
the commission in the interest of the people and 
for the good of the state.” 

‘*You are charged with having made agreements 
looking to appointment and favor with such 
parties as might aid your election; in fact, that 
you are under some obligations, or, in some way, 
committed to corporations to favor them in legis- 
lation beyond what is due them. What have you 
to say to the public abeut these charges?”’ 

“T have to say that it is the duty of the man who 
makes. the charges to proceed at once to prove 
them. If I have done such a thing, the people of 
Georgia ought to know it without further delay. 

“I deny that I have entered into any agreement, 
either directly gr indirectly, tacitly or openly, 
with any man or set of men, to confer any favor, 
extend any help or make any appointment, based 
upon aid in my election. I have not expressed or 
intimated to any man that I will extend to him, 
or those whom he may represent, favor of any 
kind, if I should be put into office. The charge is 
simply infamous. 

“If I am made governor, I will be absolutely free 
to consider any application or any appeal and de- 
cide the issues as,in my judgment, may be for 


‘the good of the state and the interests of the peo- 


ple—free from promise, prejudice or power to be 
exercised by any living man. 

“Oh, no; these rumors are all misrepresenta- 
tions and necessary attendants upon modern poli- 
tics. They were started by interested parties, to 
defeat my election. They are circulated by the 
same parties who said I was born in Pennsylvania, 
that I served in the federal army, that I opposed 
the use of cotton bagging and favored the jute 
trust. Iam fully prepared to hear many more 
just such charges and possibly worse. 

“You can say that lam absolutely untrammel- 
ed by bargains or promises of any and all kinds, 
and that the man who knows to the contrary is at 
liberty to tell the people what he knows.”

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RAILROAD MATTERS. 


UPWARD TENDENCY OF THE 
STOCK OF THE A, AND F. 


THE 


The Success of the Road Under General 
Manager Garrett—Other Railroad 
Matters of Interest. . 


A man and an emergency. 

The emergency was the necessity of the At- 
lanta and Florida railroad doing something to 
extend the scope of its business, and the man 
is Mr. T. W. Garrett, whose appointment as 
general manager of the road met the emer- 
gency in the nick of time. 

The Atlanta and Florida has had a hard 
time, but there are brighter days ahead, and if 
we are to judge from indications, it will not 
be long before its stock will be above par. 

When General Manager Garrett took charge, 
the business of the road was operated with 
three passenger cars, three engines and an en- 
tirely inadequate supply of freight cars, which 
have since increased to one hundred, while 
four new engines have been ordered and the 
passenger coach supply has been proportion- 
ately increased. 

Since the Atlanta and Florida has been a 
road, it has been nothing more than a local 
road, for the only southern connection it has is 
at Fort Valley, which, except for the business 
of Fort Vailey, is no connection at all, as the 
Central naturally looks to its own interests 
rather than that of another road. 

As soon as the Macon and Birmingham con- 
nection is made with the Atlanta and Florida, 
at Culloden, which will be within the next 
sixty days, the latter road will become part of 
a through line, and itis probable that within 
the next few months through trains will be 


run from Atlanta to Palatka over the Atlanta 


and Florida, Macon and Birmingham, and 
Georgia Southern and Florida. When this 
connection is made the Georgia Southern and 
Florida will give the Atlanta and Florida all 
the business it can accommodate, and the At- 
lanta and Florida will likewise turn over to the 
Georgia Southern and Florida a heavy patron- 
age which it does not now get. 

The stock of the Atlanta and Florida has a 
steady upward tendency, and will almost cer- 
tainly reach a par valuation in time, and not a 
very long time either. 

President Maddox and Manager Garrett are 
doing everything possible to make the road do 
all that it is possible for it to do, and they have 
succeeded in more than making it pay the ex- 
penses of operation. For a long time the road 
was run at a loss, but it has demonstrated its 
earning capacity by showing a credit balance 
on its books. It is true it is not making much, 
but it is turning something into the treasury 
each month after all expenses of operation 
have been paid, as well asthe maintenance 
of the road in first-class condition. 

General Manager Garrett deserves great 
credit for what he has. done, and coming to 
the road with his long experience with the 
East Tennessee, Virginia and Georgia, it can 
be said that he has done nothing more than 


was expected of him. 
Talbotton and Western. 

The survey on the Talbotton and Western 
railroad was completed last week. An esti- 
mate of the cost of the railroad will be furn- 
ished bythe engineers within the next ten 


days. 

From Talbotton, west, two lines have been 
survered ; one to Ellerslie and one to Waverly 
Hall. The cost of constructton to either point 
will be about the same, and the western inter- 
section with the Georgia Midland and Gulf 
road will no doubt be determined by the 
amount of subscription of thetwo places. The 
question will be which place is willing to pay 
most for the road. 

Extending the 8S. A. M. 

Engineer G. M. Eldridge isin Louvale, the 
present terminus of the Savannah, Americus 
and Montgomery railroad, where he will at 
once begin work on the line between that town 


and the Chattahoochee river. 

The distance is about fourteen miles and the 
route has already been located, and all that 
now remains to be done before beginning work 
is to “‘stake’’ the route where “‘fills’’ are tojbe 
made and heavy cuts dug away. 

All arrangements have been made for active 
work to begin on Friday, and the road will be 
built as fast as possible to the river. After 
crossing the Chattahoochee river the road will 
traverse a comparatively level country to 
Montgomery, a distance of about seventy miles. 
Right-of-way into that city has already been 
secured by the road, and within six months 
through trains will be running between Savan- 
nah and Montgomery via Americus. 

A charter is being prepared for a railroad 
between McDonough, in Henry county, Geor- 

ia, and Doraville, in DeKalbcounty, connect- 
ing the Georgia Midland with the Richmond 
and Danville. 

Arrangements are being made to finish the 
work done by Judge Bowers and the citizens 
of Carnesville on the Carnesville railroad, and 
its early completion is no longer a question of 
doubt. The road will connect with the Elber- 
ton Air-Line at West Bowersville, and will be 
run through from Hartwell to Carnesville. 
The Elberton Air-Line will be made a broad 
gauge, and so much of the iron and rolling 
stock as may be needed will be taken from it 
and placed on the Carnesville road. 

Down about Augusta the prospects for a 
railroad from Harlem to Appling, and another 
from Thomson to Raysville and on to Linclon- 
ton are said to be very bright. These lines 
will be branch roads for the Georgia road, and 
will be extended in time into considerable 
roads themse:ves. 

The citizens of Lumpkins, Ga., are having 
surveys made foraline from that place to 
Cussetta or some other accessible point on the 
Columbus Southern. 

The Brunswick, Attawaha and Northern 
Railroad company has been organized to build 
a railway from Brunswick, Ga., to some point 
in McIntosh county. W. E. Kay, C. P. Good- 
year and J. T. Dent are among the projectors, 

Changed to Broad Gauge. 

BuivE RipGeE, Ga., May 15th.—[Special.]— 
The Marietta and North Georgia railroad was 
changed from a narrow to a standard gauge 
from Whitepath to this place yesterday 
afternoon. We now have two roads, with 
the prospect of another soon from this place 
to Gainesville by the way of Dahlonega. 
There is only seventy-two miles to grade to 
give us a through line to Tampa, Florida. 

Pleased With Captain Tyler’s Work. 

PALMETTO, Ga., May 14.—{Special.]J— 
Everybody is pleased with the accommodations 
on the Atlanta and West Point road. Captain

COLORED PREACHERS. 


WHO GRADUATE FROM GAMMON 
SCHOOL THIS YEAR. 


Exercises at Loyd Street Chureh Yes- 
terday Morning—The Grad- 
uating Class. - 


Loyd-Street Methodist Episcopal church was 
filled with a large audience yesterday morning 
on the occasion of the commencement exer- 
cises of the Gammon Theological seminary. 

The opening prayer was offered by Rey. Dr. 
Bowen, of Washington, D.C. The music was 
furnished by the Oriole quariette. , 

On the platform were Bishop J. M. Walden, 
Rev. E. H. Gammon, the founder of the semi- 
nary, several of the trustees, and a good repre- 
sentation of the alumni. 

The exercises were in every way a success 
and exceedingly gratifying. to all who aze in- 
terested in the work of the school. The grad- 
uates acquitted themselves with great credit. 

James 8. Todd, of Marion, Ala., spoke on 
the ‘Responsibilities and Duties of the Pulpit.” 
The puipit, he said, is a rea] factor in our civil- 
ization, and is destined to be a perpetual 
agency for the developement ofall good. The 
world without the pulpit would be in moral 
darkness and confusion. 

John C. Martin, of Darlington, S.C., had for 
his subject ‘“‘The Bible.’’ Other books become 
dead ; not so with the Bible: it is the greatest 
and oldest living book; it will live forever, 
was the substance of his argument. It has 
transformed the world, inspiring poetry and 
art, strengthening manhood and womanhood, 
and giving liberty, peace and joy and hope to 
mankind. It transcends all human learning, 
science and philosophy. It moulds languages 
and makes literatures. 

Thomas W. Davis, of Sturges, Miss., dis- 
cussed the ‘‘Liquor Trafiic.’’ His speech was 
a strong argument for prohibition. 

John W. Davis, of Sturges, Miss., spoke on 
“True Manhood.’? True manhood, he said, 
is marked by man’s acceptance of the divine 
principles of living anda heart permeated 
with love to humanity and love to God. It 
has a lofty purpose and possesses great 
courage. 

Emory F. Dean, of Mount Zion, Ga., had as 
his subject ‘‘A Plea for Humanity.”” Human- 
ity toward his race was what he asked for. 

James W. Walker, of Greenwood, S. C.., 
gave an oration on ‘‘*The History of Missions.” 
His was an argument for organized and com- 
prehensive work in mission fields. 

William O. Emory, of Hot Springs, Ark., 
spoke on ‘Progressive Civilization,’’ the in- 
fluence of Christianity 6n civilization. 

At the close of the orations the diplomas 
were presented by President Thirkield, a 
short address was made by Bishop Walden, 
and the benediction was pronounced by the 
Rev. E. H. Gammon. he commencement 
exercises were a fitting conclusion to the work 
of the year. The graduates go immediately to 
the charges to which they have been appointed, 


Successful National Banks. 
The*?Boston Daily Advertiser gives the following 
interesting account of the Maverick National bank, 
of Boston, a bank which is as well known in busi- 
ness and financial circles as any bank in the 


United States: 

“The Maverick bank was incorporated in 1854, 
and was one of the last, if not the very last, in- 
corporated under what was known as the old 
banking law of Massachusetts. It had a local 
interest—that is, it was intended to advance the 
interest3 of East Boston, which, since 1830, had 
grown to be one of the most important outlying 
wards of Boston. It had established ship- 


‘yards and other large manufacturing industries; 


it was the Boston terminus of the Cunard line of 
steamships, and it had arranged for a series of 
ware-houses and dock privileges which have since 
become famous in the commercial history of Bos- 
ton. In 1875 the bank moved to its present quar- 
ters in the city proper, at the corner of Congress 
and Water streets, in Postoffice square. But the 
Maverick bank of 1854 was but a mere shadow of 
what the Maverick bank of today is—thatis in the 
great volume of its business. The capital remains 
today the same as it was in 1854, $400,000, but its 
transactions now are immense. When we say 
that its present surplus is over $600,000, the story 
of its great success is told.”’

It has been agreed among the court officials, 
although the matter has not been officially 
announced, to remove these cases froin the 
superior court to the city court. 

“The bill will be drawn Monday for the trans- 
fer, and the cases will come up at the proper 
time before Judge Van Epps. 

A Remarkable Suit, 

Through his attorneys, Messrs, Ellis & 
Gray, Mr. John Gavin has filed a suit against 
the Atlanta Gas light company. 

He fixed his damages at $10,000, and there 
are some remarkable features about the suit. 

On the night of December 14, 1889, Mr. 
Gavin, whose home is onthe corner of Pul- 
liam and Rawson streets, alleges that he and 
his family retired, leaving the gas burning in 
the hall-way, ashad been their custom for a 
Jong while. He and his wife occupied a room 
on one side of the hall, and their childrena 
room on the other side, the doers of both bed- 
rooms opening into the hali. 

Sometime during the night he awoke and 
wasalmost asphyxiated by. escaping gas, as 
was his wife and children. Springing ont of 
bed be groped his way toward the gas jet to 
turn it off, but being so stified by the gas, he 
stumbled, fell and broke his leg. 

It was sometime befure the gas could be 
turned off, and the family were in imminent 
danger of being suffocated. 

Mr. Gavin claims that he sustained per- 
manent iniuries from the fali, hence the suit. 

The Ratteree-Fuss Suit. 

A verdict of not guilty was grantedin the 
case of Ratteree vs. Fuss, in the city court yes- 
terday. 

This case was rather a remarkable one. On 
June 20, 1889, Mrs. Fuse, wife of Mr. John F. 
Fuss, who runsa dairy at East Point, found 
several of her cows shut up In the lot of a ne- 
gronamed Hubbard. She found where the 
fence had been pushed inwards and her cows 
turned out of her pasture, and 
she suspected that Hubbard had 
turned them out and then driven them to his 
lot, so as to collect impounding fees under the 
stock law. Herson went to Hubbard and de- 
manded the cows, offering to pay for any dam- 
age they might have done. 

Hubbard demanded one dollar for each cow 
before he would release them, and when young 
Fuss tried to reason with him, he shut the 
door in his face. Fuss then went home and 
reported the fact to his mother, who went 
in person to negotiate with Hubbard, 
finally offering to leave one or two of the cows 
until the matter could be settled. Hubbard 
refused. Mrs. Fuss swore out a possessory 
warrant and put it in the hands of Bailiff Rat- 
teree to serve. She went with Ratteree to 
Hubbard’s house, and the otticer proceeded to 
turn the cattle out. 

Mrs. Fuss wanted to leave one or two of 
them until the case was settled. Thereupon, 
a dispute arose between her and Ratterce. 

The latter claimed that she struck him twice 
on the hand with a stick. Mrs. Fuss claimed 
that Ratteree slapped her on the face and then 
struck her on the arm with a piece of fence 
rail, knocking her shoulder out of place. On 
trial yesterday, Dr. K. C. Divine testified to 
having treated her and that her shoulder was 
dislocated, and her arm badly bruised. 

Mrs. Fuss prosecuted against Ratteree'charg- 
ing him with assault with intent to mur- 
der. Ratteree began a counter prosecution 
against Mrs. Fuss, charging her with having 
assaulted him. The latter was the case tried 
yesterday, and when Mr. R. J. Jordan, de- 
fendant’s counsel, put Miss Fuss on the stand 
her testiinony was so strong in favor of the de- 
fense that Solicitor O’ Bryan agreed to allow a 
verdict of not guilty without further. hearing 
of testimony. 

Primrose’s Trial Today. 

The trial of P. V. Primrose, on a charge of 
cheating and swindling, comes off in city court 
today. Thefacts in the case have been pub- 
lished. 

Primrose says he will make a full and free 
statement in court today. Yesterday several 
confederate veterans visited him in his cell, 
and did what they could to comfort him in his 
trouble, expressing their sympathies for him. 

He promised to pay Mr. Blue $125 for the 
watch, and paid ten dollars down. That was 
the last payment he ever made, and fer his 
failure to comply with the contract, and the 
fact that he disposed of the watch, he was 
_—-€ on the charge of cheating and swind- 

ing.

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A CHARGE OF MURDER. 


CONDUCTOR LEE AND THE TWO NE- 
GRO FLAGMEN. 


The Preliminary Hearing to Be Had Today 
at Lawrenceville—They Are Charged 
With the Murder of W. A. Trippe. 


He was killed—how ?

Their preliminarv trial will be held today. 

The case is a peculiar one, and a great deal 
of interest’ and some excitement has been 
stirred up over the affair. The popular preju- 
dice against the railroad is strong. 

An unusually large number of witnesses 
have been subpoenaed, and the trial to come 
off today is the prevailing subject of conversa- 
tion in Lawrenceville and Suwanee. 

THE HISTORY OF THE CASE 
is familiar to CONSTITUTION readers. 

Trippe had recently been dischurged from the 
en oy of the Unicn News company, running 
on the East Tennessee. He started from At- 
lanta, without money, to go to his home in 
Greenville, 8S. C. 

The morning after the night that he was 
last seen in Atlanta, he was found dead at 
Suwanee. 

It was the first theory that he had been 
killed by a train during the night, and an in- 
vestigation was started. The railroads aided 
in this. 

It was found that either of three freight 
trains might have caused the death. 

The inquiry by the railroad authorities 
finally led to the identification of Trippe as the 
man that rode from Norcross on the freight 
train of which Mr. Lee was conductor. 

Conductor Lee stated in substance that Trippe 
had come into the cab at Norcross and asked 
foraride. This was on the train that left At- 
lanta at 8:30 p. m. The conductor refused. 
Trippe, whose head was bandagedin a white 
cloth, stepped out of the cab, and was believed 
to have left the train. Later, however, one of 
the negro brakemen found him lying in a coal 
car and informed the conductor. Rather than 
stop the cars it was decided to wait until the 
train reached the next station, Suwanee, and 
put Trippe off there. 

At Suwanee,Trippe was ordereg to leave the 
car and did so. The white cotton cloth was 
still around his head. 

That was the last seen of him by the con- 
ductor or any of his crew. 

THE CORONER’S JURY. 

The story given above is that told by the 
train’s crew. 

The coroner’s jury investigated. 

They deliberated two or three days, and 
finally came to the conclusion that Trippe had 
been murdered on the train, and that the story 
= by the crew wasa blind to shield theirown 

ullt. 

. ARRESTED IN ATLANTA. 

Conductor Lee and the two negroes were ar- 
rested in Atlanta by the sheriff of Gwinnett 
county on warrants sworn out by the coroner. 

The rest of the train’s crew were relieved of 
any suspicion in the matter. 

It was a little unusual that the employes of 
the road, and not the road itself, was held re- 
sponsible. 

The three men were taken to the county 
seat of Gwirnett, Lawrenceville, and held for 
preliminary hearing. 

Jackson & Jackson, counsel for the railroad, 
were employed by the road to defend the men. 

The hearing was set for the 13th. Two jus- 
tices of the peace presided. 

The case was postponed by the state, and re- 
set for the 15th. 

Yesterday the case was again postponed. 
The men, through their attorney, Mr. Tom 
Cobb Jackson, insisted upon having a trial, 
but after a sharp legal discussion the case was 
re-set for today. 

The court-house in Lawrenceville will be 
crowded today, and no trial held there in years 
will be watched with greater interest.

An Unfair War Artice inthe Century of Bat 
; ‘tlesFought. _ | 


From the Memphis Avalanche. 


The Century for May has an article which, 
ae well intended and temperately worded, 
st left unwritten. It is furnished by 
Brevet Colonel Theodore Ayrauit Ze, 
United States army, and Charles A. Patch, 
United States Volunteers, and the apparent 
object of the twois to show that “the south- 
erner in the war was not a better soldier than 
the northerner. The title of the dual article 
is ‘‘ Valor and Skill in the Civil War.” A list 
of fifty battles is given which leaves twenty 
victories to the confederates, twenty to the 
union forces and ten which are classed as 
doubtful. A laborious comparison is drawn 
between the conditions of the fights set down 
as victories on either side, and it is attempted 
to show by the usual means that the confeder- 
ates were, up to 1864-65, almost, if not quite 
equal to their opponents at the point of con- 
tact. | 
“‘As regards brilliant ass&ults. regular 
works,’’ says one of the wrtiters, “the coesifed- 
erates were never called. upon to’ show .such 
devotion as was manifested by the federals ‘at 
Fredericksburg, the several assaults at Vicks- 
burg and Port Hay y Spottsylvania; Cold 
Harbor and Petersburg.”” ~ < 
The writer does nbt seém to have . heard ‘of 
Gettysburg, where the assaulting columns of 
Pickett and. Longstreet. lost fully forty... per 
cent of their total force;. of Chicamauga, 
where seventy per cent was lost bysome of the 
attacking southean forces; of Franklin, where 
Hood’s men lost nearly sixty per cent, in less 
than as many minutes, and yet penetrated the 
federal lines, and finally drove the enemy in 
retreat down the Nasiiville pike by the mere 
fury of the onset which cost them so dear. 
These were only prominent instances where 
confederate troops were hurled against equal 


or superior numbers in strong positions, and | 


still gained at least the success of the moment. 

But after all, why should such questions be 
raised? and why should one of these writers 
come to the conclusion that. ‘‘estimating arms, 
rationing and material, 50,000 men of the 
three armies could have been picked out of the 
Potomac army superior to any 50,000 in Lee’s ?’”’ 
Certainly there is nothing in results which 
shows such superiority, and equally certain is 
it that no southern army, in east or west, 
was ever equal in equipment to a northern 
army of like numerical force.

hanging-with little grapes, and Mr. Lugand 
says he will make fully $800 per acre off of 
this year's crop. Next year he expects them 
to pay him £1,500 and the next, or fifth year, 
he wiil clear $3,000 an_= acre. These 
figures seein incredibie toa bale-of-cotton-to- 
the-acre farmer, but they can be demonstrated 
clearly. Each acre has nearly one thousand 
vines, say nine hundred, that will average 
forty pounds of grapes apiece, that will sell for 
ten cents a pound, bringing the producer three 
thousand and six hundred dollars, leaving six 
hundred dollars to cover the expenses of rais- 
ing the crop. As he spent only seven hundred 
dollars on five acres in three years, the amount 
left for expenses seems a little marvelous. 
Mr. Lugand says there is nothing in the soil 
on which his vineyard is planted to give such 
stupendous results, but every acre of ground 
in Georgia can be made to do the same. It is 
better, howéver, to be near a water-course, as 
the atmosphere in such a place possesses an 
ameliorating influence not found in the dry air 
away fr6éu a stream. 
NOURISHING THE VINES. 

Mr. Lugand fertilizes his vines in spring and 
winter with stable manure. He prunes in the 
fall and nips them in the spring, and leaves 
the balanee with’Providerite. If a freshet 
comes, or too much rain falls, his grapes grow 
and prosper while other plants are ruined; if 
a drouth comes, and cotton and corn are 
withered in the fields, grapes gather plenty of 
nourishment from the dew that falls, and bear

was again extremely active, especially during the 
forenoon, when transactions neary equaled 
wertorday’s large business, but there wasa marked 
falling off later in the day. The temper of the 
temper of the market was aimost from the start 
reactionary, and while commission houses exe- 
cuted a liberal supply of buyng orders, realiza- 
tions were larger than at any time heretofore, 
and the downward tendency in prices was aided 
by the hainmering. : 
Operations of traders and the professional ele- 
ment generally, while there seems to be no 
diminution of the bullish sentiment, and reactions 
are expected from time to time, the market at last 
has run up against its old enemy—tight money— 
and today rates on call ran up as high as fifteen 
per cent, while they never got below six per cent. 
Higher rates were, in all probability, the most 
prolitic cause of realizations, especially in the 
afternoon when there seemed to bea withdrawal of 
a great deal of support recently accorded certain 
stocks. The news of the day was again of a mixed 
character, but nothing of special importance was 
developed, and the market moved up or down ac- 
cording to the supply of stocks for sale. London 
figures were again materially higher this morning 
and foreigners sent liberal oe orders which, 
with an early demand from domestic sources, had 
the effect of opening up the market from 4 to % 
per cent. The pressure tc sell was % great, how- 
ever, that the buoyant tone disappeared immedi- 
ately and a slow and steady sagging of prices be- 
gan, which lasted almost throughout the day. 
There were accasional rallies, which, however, 
went for jittle except in a few stocks 
which received special attention from their 
supporters. New England was one of 
these, and it was the bull card of the forenoon, 
keeping pace with the sugar refineries and some 
of the specialities like San Francisco. Later, 
Oregon Transcontinental made a sharp upward 
spurt, but of all the strong stocks there is only 
one—Wheeling and Lake Erie—which finally 
closed the day with more than asmall fractional 
gain. In the decline these stocks, which have had 
the largest and quickest advances, were naturally 
the first to suffer, and Chicago’Gas dropped away 
two per cent, and sugar, after an advance in the 
forenoon, declined about four percent. Missouri 
Pacific and Pacific Mail were both specially weak 
on comparatively light trading, but Manhattan 
was strong and retained most of its improve- 
ment.
